CHARGES REFUTED. 


When. tho General Court’ 
Martial, , hearing, charges’ of 
negligence .against Major G.M.H. 
Ogilvy, while acting as P.R.I. of 
the 2nd K.03.B., assembled to 
hear addresses today, Major 
Amitage, R.A., pronecuter, handed 
in-a written statement, ‘in which 
he claimed that all of tthe charges 
ngainat the accused—six in all— 
had deen proved. 


The statement claimed that 
deficiencies were proved ¢o exist 
in the P.R.I. accounts, and that 
they occurred by renson’ of the 
culpable: negligenco of the accused. 
This. was -prejudical to good 
ordér and military — discipline, 
The accused did not: check P.R.I. 
bills, and the prosecution contend 
that through culpable negligence 
on his part, the amoynts concerned 
wero not correctly accountad for 
in the P.R.1. books. 


The prosecution contended that 
it was the duty of the P.R.I. to 
prepare a balance shect and that 
through his culpable negligence 
certain {tema were not included 
therein, thereby misleading the 
Audit Board and his C.0.. 


Major Armitagé concluded that 
the propecution had proved Its 
cnge, and that culpable negligence 

the  aceused © was 
established, ' : 


Defence Speech, 


In the course of a forceful 
speech for the defence, Major 
Miles, acting as. defending officer, 
said that he desired to draw the 
attention of the: Court to Section 
40 of the Army Act, This section 
provided that before g conviction 
for negligenco could be recorded, 
the negligence. must be proved to 
be either wilful or culpable, and 
to the prejudice both ‘ of good 
order and military discipline. Jt 
also stressed the importance. of 
regarding circumstances in which 
the alleged negligence took place. 


The defonce. had brought to 
Nght many things which they 
would have preferred to have re- 
mained in darkness. This had 
been done because it was vitally 
important, in, the opinion of the 
defence, that the Court should be 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
efreumstances in which tho al- 
leged negligence took place,
